On the Weſt it has I wo Rivers thar 
abound in Salmon, with others ſmaller, and I'wo 
Lakes, im cach of which is an land with a Ca- 
{tle 12 it. The Sea runneth in it, and maketh 
all which are well ſtored with Her- 


ring. This Ifland lies nor far from Ars:le-/hare, 


' which is a Barren Conntrey, and bad for an Ar- 


my to ſubfift in. 

The other Iſland, in poſſeſſion of the Mackdo- 
malls, hes off of rhe Northern parts of Lockguha- 
bre, it is called the Skie , that 15 to ſay, a Wang , 
bur by the Ancient Scots it was called Sona. L0; 
I\insed ; for that the Promontories , berween 
which the Sea runs in, repreſent Wings diſplayed. 
It is the greateſt of all the l{lands about Scotland, 
being Forty T wo Miles in length , and in ſome 
places Eight, in other Twelve, in bredth ; it a- 
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bounes 1a Mountains, and tele with Words 


and the Woods abound in Paſtures; rhe Valleve 
are Fruitul of Corn and .Cartke;, and ecfpcciajly 
with Horſes. Ir 15 VWatcred with Five Rivers 
that arc repleniſh with Salmon, together with fe 
veral little ones. [I he Sea entring it maketh ma- 
ny Bays, I hrce great ones, and 1 hirceen ſmaller. 
which aiford plenty of Herrings. It has likewiſe 
a Lake of {wceet Warcr, ana Five Caſtles. 

For the reſt that joined him , they are ve- 
ry  inconftiderable , and Perfons who have 
no :/Piinaplc ar all, bur only that they may 
have occatton ro Plunder the Comirreys where 
they corae , wt being the aeclignt of many of 
thoſe fort of People to Plunder the C u1trey's 
where they Live ; and were never fo ſ{crcarty 
look'd after , as in Niver's time, tho! it colt hint 
ſome time , and morc Men, before hc could Re- 
duce them. T hey are all in general a Barbarous 
ſort of People, and have lictle or no ſenſe of Re- 
ligion, and 1f any, it inclines to Popery ; thev 
have much the ſame Langnage with the Native 
triſh, there being no greater difierence berwixt 
them, than berwixt the Enzliſh and Scoich Low- 
Landers. 

Fhey arc Perſons that will nor ſtand the ſhock. 
of a Battle in their own Countrey, © becauſe rhov 
know how te make their elcape by rhoſe Avenucs 
where ſtrangers cannot 1ſo ealily follow them, 
cſpecially Horſe ; and as for Foot, few are able to 
purſue them , they being very ſwift in Run- 
ning. 

We doubt not but we thall quickly hear of 
their Defeat ; for the Earl of Areile is gone from 
the Wejt High-Lands with a Detachmenrt of their 
Majeſties Forces, and a great Number of his Vaſ 
fals and TI enants ro Hem them in on the \Welt. 
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
